- Kau is very short of water at 
present, mid the plantations feel it 
very much, as they need the water 
to Hume the cane. 
When it is dry 


in the lowlands there is generally 
plenty of rain in the woods, wjbich 
keeps the reservoirs full, giving 
sufficient water to flume. At the 
present there is a dearth of rain in 
both localities.

Notwithstanding this drawback 


the Hawaiian Agricultural 
Com- 


pany and the Hutchineon Planta- 
tion Company are turning out 
abundance of sugar. The W. G. 
Hall has had full loads the last 
two tnp« and left sugar in the 
warehouses which she had no room 
for. 


The Waialeale arrived on the 


19th and took 3400 bags of sugar 
from Honuapo. 
All that is want- 


ed is a little rain and Kau, will 
keep the W. G. Hall and one 
more steamer busy until the end of 
the year. 


The 
Hawaiian 
Agricultural 


Company commenced ' to gripd 
February 1st 
and 
expects 
to 


continue until January 1, 
1897. 


The estimate for the year is 7000 
tons. To take this large crop off, 
the capacity of the mill has been 
increased by the addition of a new 
eight-ton pan, 
two, new centri- 


fugals, a mixer, and a boiler; with 
the assistance of the above addi- 
tions Mr. Walton expects to make 
seventy clarifiers a day of ten 
hours grinding. 


About 800 acres of new land has 


been planted, 700 being virgin soil, 
which great results are expected 
from. 
Cane is being planted here 


at an elevation of 2100 feet, which 
is higher than any other, planta- 
tion. 
Yellow bamboo or Whitney 


cane, which originated here, is 
doing well at that elevation, ma- 
turing from twenty-two to twenty- 
four months; unlike the rose bam- 
boo, it furnishes sufficient trash to 
run the mill. 


Rose bamboo is also planted 


lately at the same elevation and is 
growing (nicely. Lahaina cane has 
been planted at an'elevation of 
2000 and promises well. -HSIijtedo- 
nia cane is axso being tried, but so 
far very little has reached matur- 
ity; rt seems to be a strong and 
vigorous cane and stands up well. 


On the Hitchinson plantation 


the Makanau cane has distin- 
guished itself this year, by yield- 
ing 600 tons of sugar; the largest 
yield previous to this was 400 tons. 
Plant cane went five tons per acre 
and rattoons four. 


Kinolau (w.), a kahuna, was

Smith noted the provision made for 
tbe appraisement of value under tbe 
"right of purchase lease." It was 
manifest that this plan ought to ap- 
ply to homestead leases. The amend 
meat to tbe law was made to bring 
tbe homestead leases under similar 
conditions «f rental. He explained 
the difference between the 999 year, 
or homestead lease, and the right of 
purchase lease. 
The object of tbe 


amendment to tbe bill was for those 
wbo take advantage of tbe homettea 1 
leases to pay 4 per cent, rental.

HAWAII'S CRIMINAL RECOED. 


The criminal record shown by 


the report of Chief Justice Judd 
:or the years 1894-95 gives many 
nterestihg points on the general 
morality of the nation. This rec- 
ord unfortunately does not show 
that crime- is on the decrease in 
Hawaii although, as compared with 
the statistics given recently regard- 
ing crime in the United States, we 
tiave reason, on the whole, to con- 
ratulate ourselves as a law abiding 


community. 


The Chief Justice gives the num- 
r of arrests for the last biennial 


period as 14,910 with 8578 convic- 
tions; an increase of 1786 convic- 
tions over the last period. The 
cause of the increased convictions 
;he Chief Justice attributes in part 


the increased vigilance of the 


Police department. The increased 
number of convictions fpr<-gam- 
sling' alone is 1163, which, in a 
measure accounts for the unusual 
gain/. In estimating the population, 
arbitrary figures are taken which 
are doubtless more nearly correct 


these convictions were obtained in 
the District Court of Honolulu. 
The Chinese appear to be the only 
nationality not addicted to drunk- 
enness. 
All other nationalities 


show an mi-rea-ed record of de- 
bauch. 
Drunkenness among the 


Japanese has increased nearly 50 
per cent in two years and Hawai- 


ian-

There seems to be a 
weil lai<l plan upou the part'of tbe 
T u i k to put the Armenian race, down 
so thoroughly that it will not ihiuk of 
anyihing •but, how to get its daily 
bread for many a long year to come. 
Tbe distress throughout our mission is 
going to be terrible- before spring 
Here is the winter upon these thou- 
sands who have been driven out 01 
their homes aud bad them plundered 
standing or burned. 


December 8th.—Tbe time drags on 


with no great change in the situation. 
Tbere has been no further outbreak 
since my last writing and the strain 
seems somewhat relaxed, but 
the 


Christians dare not atir out of their 
houses yet aud all business is at 
standstill. Reports of similar or worse 
butchery cotnn to us from Harpoot. 
Diabekir, 
Iwala'Ja, 
Lieverek and 


Qivurn, besides many other places: 
The best Information I can get leads 
me to place the killed here at.not less 
than 400. '-Tne atUck was wholly un- 
provoked, and tbe fact that not more 
than ten to twelve Moslems were kill- 
ed shows for itself that it was a mem 
butchery. Women and girls were nol 
molested except iu a few cases where 
they attempted to defend their hus- 
bands or sons, but boys were killed as 
ruthlessly as the men. It has been a 
terrible time, aud I have not written 
tbe horrible details that you ruusl 
bave before you to realize the fiendish 
brutality of the affair. 
We cannot 


feel any tense of security until there 
has been a radical change in tbe poli- 
tics o^ the empire, though the settle- 
ment of tbe Zeiloou rebellion would 
remove one great 
menace to oar 
safety. One thing which b«s made it 
particularly hard to bear has been the 
impossibility of communication with 
the outside world, either to ieam waal 
is going on there or to. acquuiutothers 
with the .state'of things fat-re. Our 
letters have been intercepted, papers 
not allowed to reach us, telegrams not 


about the hospital and girls' school. 


Upon nearing tbe city the confused 


sound that bad reached us at tbe col- 
lege b'eCtftQe resolved into its elements, 
the bourse cries of fighting men, tbe 
screams of women and children, and, 
most hideous of all, tbe In lu-lu of the 
Kur tisb and Turkish women cheering 
ou the men to tbe attack 
I found 


tbe hospital and seminary yet un 
attacked.

Trowbridge prefefred to remain at 
their .post of duty than to Join tbe 
ladies atrtbe seminary. Upou my re- 
turn to the seminary, which is sep 
arated from tbe hospital yard by a 
narrow street, I found Brother San - 
iiers there, aud shortly .our nearest 
neighbor,. Haje Ha^sem Agba, came 
in and said tbat at the outbreak, 
which occurred at the Bazaar, be ba.i 
hastened at tbe top of hU speed to pro 
tect tbe hoipital aud girls' school.

November 24th. It seems at least a 


month since I wrote the preceding 
part of this letter. 
Tuesday morning 
I was allowed to go to the city to see 
the governor and the military com- 
mau<ier, in whose company I found 
most of the notables of the Moslem 
community.

The appeal con- 
sidered was, on the appointment of 
a receiver for the Stables Co. at the 
request of the California Feed Co.. 
the heaviest creditor. 
The request 


was based upon the fact that the 
Feed Company was a creditor, no 
mention having appeared in the 
application that the petitioner was 
the owner of certain shares of stock 
in the Stables Company. 
The law 


reads that persons holding shares 
in corporations shall have the right 
to request for the appointment of a 
receiver to take charge of such cor- 
poration. 


Justice Frear concurred in the 


the 
foregoing 
opinions, 
which 


seemed to him to be substantially 
the same in effect. 
He added, that 


in concurring, he understood that 
while it is held that under the cir- 
cumstances of this case the affairs 
of a corporation may be wound up 
in a court of equity at the suit of a 
shareholder petitioning for himself 
and the other shareholders, it is not 
intended to be held that under no 
circumstances may this be done at 
the suit of creditors. 


The case was then remitted to the 


Circuit Court for action in conform- 
ity with the opinion given above. 
The order and decree appealed 
from are confirmed upon the con- 
ditions stated.
